A Con great t hat talks about economy but 
yearn* for an early adjournment is show­ 
ing little interest in a m e a s u r e which 
might cave ' ‘untold billions*’ in federal 
funds 
Proposed fey the Hoover Commission on 
Governmental Reorganisation, this bill to 
modernise federal budgeting has the ap- 
pro va I not only af many individual mem­ 
bers of Congress but also the support of 
the administration. 
Its provisions have, been approved rn 
v arying form in both House and Senate 
and now have been reported to the Senate 
by the Senate Appropriations Committee 
a« ready for final action. 
The Hoover Commission plan was for 
Congress to appropriate on an annual ba­ 
sis instead of in lump sums Current or ac* 
lice permits agencies to accumulate large 
sums in unexpended funds which are no 
longer under direct congressional control. 
Cnder the Hoover proposal for annual 
reviews Congress could modify or rescind 


projects for which it has voted approval if 
it feels that the need for them is no longer 
evident. 
Senator Kennedy of Massachusetts is 
convinced the waiting b ill 
‘will save un­ 
told billions in procurement and provide 
Congress with effective control over appro­ 
priations '* Such control simply doesn’t ex­ 
ist now. 
Although the Appropt latinos Committee 
has reported the proposal for Senate ac­ 
tion. Chairman Hayden of Arizona has in­ 
dicated he will seek amendments that 
could effectively bar passage at this ses­ 
sion. The opposition may also try to have 
the bill sent to another committee that al­ 
ready has approved its provisions on two 
occasions, 
Since the Intent of this economy meas­ 
ure has already been approved in both 
branches, even in this late stage of the 
present session there is no real need for 
further study. The real need is for econ- 
omv.
